Some Remarkable 
"Law." 



In Maysville a few days ago one Perry 
Bradley was on trial on a charge of bigamy. 
Testimony was introduced to the effect that 

Mradley marric d in 
Fleming county in 
1902 and that more 
recently he married a 
second wife at West 
Union, O., and was 
living with her in Maysville, although his lirst 
wife is alive and undivorced. 

It looked like an open-and-shut case against 
the defendant after the witnesses had testified, 
but he had a resourceful attorney who cooloy 
arose and offered a motion for the dismissal 
of the case. At the same time the attorney 
preseuted for the courts consideration a de- 
cision given mauy years ago, by the late 
Judge Lewis in the Appellate Court, wherein 
it was held in a similiar prosecution that 
jurisdiction was lacking. Judge Lewia' opinion 
was to the effect that where a man contracted 
a marriage in Kentucky and subsequently 
made a bigamous marriage in another State 
there was no infraction of the Kentucky law. 
the first marriage having beeu legal and the 
bigamy having been committed in another 
State. It was held, therefore, that the biga- 
mist was amenable to the laws of that State 
and not to the laws of Kentucky. 

The Court Judge, confronted by this 
decision, discharged Bradley from custody, 
expressing regret that he saw no other course 
to pursue, and also voicing the opinion that 
the Appellate decision was "bad law." And 
"bad law" it certainly is, operating as it would 
under certain conditions to license bigamy. 
A layman is left to wonder if in the multi- 
plicity of laws with which the Legislatures 
have supplied Kentucky there is no raeam of 
dealing with a case of so flagrant a character, 
regardless of the decision invoked to set the 
defendant free. The question is up to the 
lawyers and the courts. — Courier Journal.

The President has at last made a speech 
that will not merely be read through; it will 
be read through many times. The self control 
shown by Mr. Taft in hi* Boston speech, the 
distress be feels in the shattering of one of his 
dearest ideals through the inexplicable conduct 
of Mr. Roosevelt, tho high sense of duty which 
has impelled him to make the revelatious 
which will surely shock some sections of the 
colonel's suppoit, and the reserve force indi 
cated in the argument— all stand out like a 
human document. — New York Herald.

SAN FRANCISCO. — The Tasha LUM, 
emperor of Mongolia and next to 
the head of the Buddhist church, has 
never taken a bath in his Itfe, but he 
rides nbout the streets of I'iga, on the 
far side of the Gobi desert, In the fin- 
est limousine that money can buy. 
Kthim L I<c Munyon of the China- 
American Trading company at Tlcnt- 
aln, who delivered the limousine at 
Urga. hns arrived here on the Nippon 
Mara. 

The car -was taken by rail to the 
edge of the Gobi desert. It made too 
big a package to stow aboard a camel 
cart, so Le Munyon filled up the gas- 
oline tank and made the limousine do 
its own work for the rest of the trip.
